Amidon (and hence, ByteMark) stopped carrying the Formvar wire mainly because 
the Thermaleze wire is, by my understanding, superior in the desired qualities 
and costs considerably less. We have directly replaced most of the formvar 
applications with thermaleze wire with no measurable difference. 


The spacing referred to by Dr. Sevick is for the characteristic impedance of 
the transmission line being transformed. He notes numerous methods used to 


achieve this spacing. We frequently use a Teflon tubing to space the conductors 
for the baluns we build in-house. 


I've had in-depth conversations with Dr. Sevick regarding the building of QRP 
baluns and ununs. One of the things he stresses when building a balun on say an 
FT114-61, is this spacing. He suggests not using the enamel type coated wire at 
all - instead he suggests using the plastic coated hook-up wire because the 
insulation is closer to the thickness required to provide that optimum 
characteristic impedance. 


Don't get stuck on the formvar. Try the thermaleze, and try other forms of 
coated wire. At QRP levels it really doesn't matter for anything but the 
Spacing. And, of course, we still have the thermaleze in small quantities ... 


Hope that helps.

I'm using BTL 1.54 and it is a star performer. This is software worth the 
registration fee many times over. 


I have my center frequency set at 750 Hz just because I like it there. My 
settings along the bottom of the screen are as follows: 


Shift 170 

Baud 45 

(character set) EXT (hit the letter "E" to set 
(shift/unshift) UNS 

(word/character) W 


Make absolutely sure your transceiver is set to LSB regardless of the band 
in use. 

Likewise, make sure that BTL is set to LSB (pressing the "S" key toggles 
between USB and LSB) 


Confirm that you are not using Reverse Sideband (RXR showing on the bottom 
line.) Use the "R" key to toggle. 


When you tune an RTTY station, does your signal strength indicator hover 
around mid-scale? It should be constantly moving in unison with the 
received signal.

A while back there was a thread about those clocks that monitor WWV on 60 khz 
and automatically adjust time, date, etc. I had already acquired the Radio 
Shack version (made by Oregon Scientific) for around $50, but some were 
talking about the Zeit version at $80-$100. I have since seen the Zeit version 
advertised for $69, but last week I saw the "real deal" in my view. TI was in 
San Diego for several days (lots of golf, but some business too--even some 
QRP), and happened to go into Fry's Electronics. They had an Oregon 
Scientific version (very similar to my Radio Shack model) for only 29 bucks! 
Hard to beat. It doesn't have a 24 hour mode, but does show A.M. and P.M., 
the date, and has an alarm. It also has an "indiglo" light feature which is 
very nice at night. 


I passed up the deal in San Diego because I already had one, but today I was 
in Phoenix (they have a Fry,s there too--don't have one here in Tucson) and 
decided to get a second one for my desk. It's already tracking WWV, and is 
absolutely precise, as it should be.

You will have to check the manual for the 
exact procedure.

Couldn't you just modify the clock to show time according to the 24h 
system? If one would be able to identify the type of clock chip used, 
surely the web would have the data sheet somewhere. 


When I bought the White Rook (?) UTC clock that uses 60 Hz power line 
frequency with 60 Hz back-up to keep time, I looked around on the web 
and found just about enough information to be able to address the 
problem of changing it to run on 50 Hz (European line frequency) and 60 
Hz (Xtal back-up). I did have the schematic of the clock, as it was a 
kit. 


Looking for clock info, I also stumbled upon instructions about how to 
change a certain cheap clock-radio to show time in the 24h system. It 
seems not all clock-radios even have the display to do this, i.e. not 
all displays can show a leading 2. 


Of course this WWV business all may make it a tad more complicated. 


There are many European radio-controlled clocks available from e.g. 
Conrad in Germany that run on DCF near Frankfurt, Germany (on 77,5 kHz 
or thereabouts), but Helsinki is at the very end of it's reach, so I 
never bought one. Now that I think about it, I'm not sure if they're 12h 
or 24h clocks, actually. I wouldn't know for sure, if such a clock could 
be used in the USA after some sort of modification (RX frequency?) . 
Maybe the time coding is all different, too. The brochures I have don't 
say much if anything about these matters.

I think we tend to get too worked up over just what this 
means or how to use that when we are talking about chatting 
with someone of CW. 


Try to remember that it's a conversation with someone else. 


If you are from the west and go back to New England, you can't 
understand much of what people are saying but you go get the 
gist of what they mean. Same thing applies when going to almost 
any new area of the country. 


I tend to send "HW?" just before turning it over to the other 
station. I mean 'How did you copy?..... How did you understand?.... 


Was my sending good enough for you to copy?....' and etc. 


How well you copy someone can change from moment to moment. Asking 


"Hw Cpy" is just one way of checking to see if there is anything 
going on that might affect the QSO. 


I usually don't send "Hw Cpy" because "Hw" is easier! 

Is it really needed? No, not the way I use it. 

Does it hurt anything? No. 

Does it really help? Maybe! 

Does it really matter? No. 

It's just one of the little things that make us all different. 
In "normal" chit-chat, you will learn to read between the lines. 
You don't even need 100% copy or even 80% copy to be able to 
enjoy chatting with someone. 

Little things like sending "Hw Cpy?" are just one of the things 
that let us know who is talking (sending) without having to hear 
the callsign. This is something the people that are learning the 
art of sending with a Bug are finding out. 
Keyers/keyboards/computers/store bought rigs (including kits) have 
all brought about this push to maching cw that we hear on the 
bands now. Hard to tell who is who any more because we all sound 
alike! 

To me that's a real shame! It was nice when CW was more of an 
art form and you could tune across the band and reconize many 

of your friends! 

OK, off my soap box! Sorry to ramble on.... 


Just don't worry too much about little things like "Hw Cpy?". 


That does NOT apply when checking into a traffic net. That is 
a whole different world!

I'm willing to bet that it wasn't 13 jumps! This kind of low-power DX is usually 
possible around sunset/sunrise when the ionosphere is tilted so that the signal is 
reflected from a point on the F2 layer to another spot on the F2 layer (etc.) and 
ultimately back to earth. Since the absorbtion is so much lower at the reflection 
points in the ionosphere than tat those on the earth, this situation provides 
excellent conditions for QRP DX. Also, it explains why you can sometimes hear ZL 
without hearing anything in between.

Howdy Gang, 


I was preparing to respond to this thread when Ron pretty much summed up my 
perspectives exactly. 


In a one on one in person conversation, we have the privilege of body 
language, eye contact, and other non-spoken feedback that lets us know if 
someone is "with" us in our dialog. On CW, that immediate feedback is 
missing and asking "HW CPY" is simply a means to establish that repore. 
Nothing significant, just a courteous gesture that you are interested in 
the other persons copy. Maybe QSB caused him/her to miss a significant 
portion of the transmission? 


I also only send "HW", asking how was your copy and as a notice to "Set the 
pencil down cuz here it comes". 


Sending "RRR" seems redundant to me, although again, nothing too significant 
to warrant worry. :-} If I have copied sufficiently to understand everything 
that was said I will send a single R prior to the call sign exchange. If 
Signals were extremely strong and/or I am impressed with sending operators 
fist, I will comment with "Solid Copy OM", and/or "grt sig om" or "grt fist 


om, solid Copy". 


The only thing Ron and I disagree on is the sound of a persons fist. Other 
than a keyboard, I am always able to ferret out my friends on the bands just 
by the sound of their sending on a keyer. Spacing can be inadvertently 
personalized, and I find that it is more often than not. 


On the other hand, I am grateful to hear the demise of the bug. Too many 
think (wrongly) they know how to use one and/or are enamored with their 
"Swing" (60 WPM dits, 20 WPM Dahs) for my taste. But then again, their are 
others who are truly virtuosos on a bug. They are a joy to listen to. The 
difference seems to be the intent. Virtuosos are more intent on sending code 
perfectly so as to communicate with their partner. "Swing" operators seem 
to be focusing on their "swing" without concern for how it is copied.

First let me say what an incredible value the Whiterook Paddles are. 

I've used a set of them in my truck since I started CW mobile and wouldn't 
switch if I had the chance. However, with steel screws and and aluminum 
center post, sometimes it just wouldn't close the circuit to the keyer. I 
used to just blame this on the bumps in the road, hi. If I rubbed some 
graphite (pencil) on the center post it would be a little better for a 
while, then fade again. 


While poking around the hardware store I stumbled across a little brass 
fitting that is used in the ends of polybutylene (the gray stuff) supply 
tubing to keep it from collapsing in a compression fitting. It was the 
perfect height to replace the aluminum post in the center of the paddles. 
Trouble is, it's got a ~1/4" hole in the center and the screw fell right 
through. I put a "star" washer top and bottom, and replaced all the screws 
with brass 4-40 hardware. Presto! All the dropped dits and dahs are now 
my fault :( I also made sure the "slots" in the screws were horizontal so 
that the round part of the screw head makes contact instead of the slot. 

I can now send at about 25 wpm with them, well my call anyway:) 


YMMV, but 3 nuts and screws, the fitting, 2 star and 2 brass washers, cost 
me the surprising sum of 90 cents. I'm sure the owner of the store was 
glad he opened up that day:) If there is enough interest I'll pull it 
apart again and put some pix up on a page somewhere, much easier to look 
at than describe. 72

We have a local Hawaii net in the afternoon, called poetically,

I have found it extremely useful. I usually check in with about 
25 watts of SSB, a very comfortable level to power with backup 
batteries. But I have also checked in with five watts portable 
to check out various portable antennas/sites. The net has 
checkins from Kauai, The Big Island and Oahu regularly with Maui 
being represented on occasion, even Molokai. 


The fundamental purpose of this net is emergency preparedness and 
they are quite understanding about QRP, temporary antennas, 
passing out signal reports, people working on gear wanting reports 


on whether or not something is fixed, and all types of fiddling 
about to be better prepared for emergency operation. In fact, 
anyone portable or mobile or otherwise operating on battery 
power gets to check in first. 


The regulars are quite familiar with propogation around the 
islands and checkins to the net are a great way to test all 
sorts of gear and antenna mods. We have a number of people 
who check in at intervals with QRP power levels. 


Most of the "traffic" is just routine weather reports, chitchat 
and checking in with friends, but it is a very good way to 
get feedback on the performance of your latest ham project. 


It meets daily at 0200 zulu; 1600 HST; LSB; 7.088 Mhz, which 
unfortunately is not a frequency available to Mainland US 
operators for SSB.

So let's begin to take a close 
look at 

Dave Benson's Small-Wonder-Labs SW-40+ transceiver.

SW-40+ DC Power Supplies: 


A 12V DC power input is expected. How much current? What determines 
how low it can go, how high it can go, and how much it can vary? Some 
circuits in this rig can't withstand such a high voltage - how's that 
done? Some circuits (like the VFO) want to see a very constant supply. 


Let's start at the power input connector. The negative end goes directly 
to the board ground. This will be our voltage reference, and we'll 
always assume that ground is at ZERO volts. This can sometimes be a 
dangerous assumption, but it sure simplifies voltage measurements. The 
black lead of your voltmeter goes to ground, and the red lead goes 
somewhere else. The voltmeter measures the voltage difference between 
ground and "somewhere else". 


What determines the upper limit on the input supply? C112 is an 
electrolytic which shouldn't see more than 16v. Otherwise its thin 
oxide dielectric breaks down and you've got an internal short circuit. 
Some other transmitter circuits have voltage limits too, like D12 and 
Q6. The lower limit is set by U2: it wants to see a supply greater than 
10.5v. 


The positive input goes to D13(1N4001), a silicon diode. What's 
this for? Its either for dummies who've hooked the power up backwards, 
or for our British freinds who do EVERTHING backwards on purpose ;-) 
So its only function is to protect you from yourself. If you DO hook 
up power backwards, this diode saves the rest of the rig from potential 
disaster...it refuses to let current go the wrong way. So instead of 
seeing -12V, the radio sees nothing, zero volts. 

When you hook up DC power the RIGHT way, the radio sees +12v. 
Actually it sees a little less. D13 drops a little (0.7v), so if you 
apply 12v, the radio actually sees 11.3v. A small penalty to pay for 
a lot of protection. 


You can consider C112(220uf) as part of the DC supply. It acts 
as a local reservoir. At times (when transmitting) current demand goes 
up a great deal. While power must ultimately flow from your external 
power source, C112 keeps the supply steady in the meantime. It smooths 
out the surges, and your external supply will see a more constant load. 
C102(0.01uf) is in parallel with C112. Its purpose is similar, but it 
smooths out really FAST (high-frequency) surges that C112 can't handle. 


Q3(2N3906) is a keying switch. It lets major parts of the 
transmitter see the power supply when the key is down, but disconnects 
the supply from U5(SE612), Q4(2N4401), and Q5(2N4401) while receiving. 
During receive, Q3 allows no current to pass, so its output is zero 
volts. 


U2(78L08) is a voltage regulator chip - don't be fooled - it sorta looks 
like a transistor (black, with 3 pins out the bottom): it is very different 
from a transistor. It is a complex integrated circuit with about 14 
transistors, 16 resistors, and more inside. 

It takes a DC input voltage over a range of 10.5 to 23 volts 
and spits out a rock-solid +8v DC voltage, never varying. It supplies 
operating voltage to the VFO, and both SE612 chips in the receiver. 
It also supplies a reference voltage for the audio amplifier. The 
receiver SE612 chips may find 8v a bit too much, so D2 drops their supply 
by about 0.7v - down to 7.4v DC. 

Another component that requires a stable voltage supply is the 
varicap diode, D1. You wouldn't want a varying supply voltage to affect 
your receive or transmit frequency. 


Notice how many "bypass capacitors" are added to the supply lines 
at various points: C101(0.1uf), C102(0.01uf), C105(0.01uf), C106(47uf), 
C109(0.01uf), C111(0.01uf), C113(0.1uf), Each of these has been added 
to ensure that no variations on the supply propagate from one circuit 
block to the next. Each present a very low impedance to any alternating 
voltage that might appear. The smaller values are effective only for 
very fast alternating voltages - radio frequencies. C106 has a lot of 


Capacitance - it is effective at audio frequencies.

Today I decided to take advantage of the beautiful Florida afternoon and put up 
a 30 ft push-up pole I have been planning on making into a 40m vertical. I have 
a tripod mount that I was going to attach to a rather heavy mount and raise as 

I would need for use. 


During construction I was absolutely depressed when I saw that the hole in the 
tripod mount was not large enough for the push-up pole! Then I saw the picnic 
table ... 


It is a standard 6ft picnic table with a bench on each side, built in. It had a 
perfect hole in the middle for an umbrella ... I made it just a bit bigger with 
a large file and VIOLA!! I have not only an excellent mount but an operating 
position as well!! 


My 30ft pole sits about 4 ft in the ground, giving me about 25 ft of real 
vertical elevation. I'll be putting down an extensive radial system and ground 
rod, so that won't be a problem. I've built many verticals that were 
"insulated" from ground, this will be my first "grounded" ground mounted 
vertical. 


My question is this - What is "shunt feeding" and can anyone steer me to a 
schematic to see how it's done? If the vertical was "insulated" from ground I 
would feed it with a one to one UNUN. 


How would YOU guys go about feeding this antenna? 


I had one almost identical to it a few years back that I "insulated" from 
ground by mounting it a foot above ground on a 4x4 buried 6 ft.

I built mine soon after receiving the kit, and found no particular 
problems with assembly or operation. I put it in the suggested Radio Shack 
cabinet, which has more than ample room. My neighbor Pete, W6ZH, built his 
in a much smaller enclosure, and I must say that his looks neater than mine! 


The circuit board is not of the same quality as Wilderness Radio or TenTec 
or some other kits, but is quite satisfactory. A little care in soldering 
is required to avoid lifting traces, etc. 


For the AC power connection I used a computer-style panel mounted socket, 
containing a built in fuse, plus RF suppression plus an on-off switch. I 
highly recommend that approach, and those little gadgets are generally 
available at ham or computer swap meets for a buck or two. 


Shielding the input and attenuator area is a bit tricky. I used thin 
circuit board material to build a box. W6ZH used copper flashing material, 
which is probably easier to work with. 


I brought mine to show 'n tell at Pacificon last October, and got Paul 
Harden to lay his hands on it, so that explains why it works so well!

First thing to check is the power cord. Is it running directly to the 
battery, and is it fused ? If not, you could be picking up noise from 
spark plugs, alternator, on board computer, or any/all of the above. 
If wiring directly to the battery doesn't fix it ( normally it does ) 
then check with your local ham store or ( gasp ) cb outlet for filters 


for various things. A good way to isolate it is whether or not power is 
on, and engine running, or off. If it makes noise while off, but key on, 
then it's probably electrical interference from the cab. If it only 
happens when the engine is running, then it might be coming from the 
plug wires, or the alternator. Does it increase/decrease with the rpm of 
the engine ? If so, there are filters that can be installed to squelch 
the engine noise. 


My first advice still goes, tho. If it's not direct wired to the battery, 
then all of the above is a real possibility. It's alot cheaper to put 

in two extra wires, and wire the rig to a plug inside the cab than it is 
to bust out for filters, which might not cure it entirely. 73 de kd4zkw.

What I would do is to hang a couple of insulated wires, connected at the 
top and hung from the top, that stop at the top of the table. IE, use the 
pole to support an insulated wire vertical using several conductors in 
parallel to broaden the bandwidth. Optimally, create a large guage top 
ring, say 4 to 6 inches in diameter (and insulated from the grounded pole) 
and solder the wires to that ring and another ring at table top or maybe 6 
inches above the table top. Hook up a coil with a tap or a tuner and go 


for it. 


Another approach would be a folded monopole. That utilizes the grounded 
pole but avoids the shunt feed. You can find info on a folded monopole in 
any antenna book. Think of it as half a folded dipole. Use your tuner
